National Organization to 
Be Effected Tomorrow. 


Followtng tn the footsteps of meets 
ings in the east, west, and the south, 
a midwestern conference of educators 
and librarians at the Drake hotel yes- 
terday indorsed the proposed creation 
of the American Association for Adult 
Education. 

A national meeting for that purpose 
will be held at the same hotel tomor- 
row. It will be attended by delegates 
selected from the preliminary confer- 
ences in Chicago, New York, San 
Francisco, and Nashville during the 


last here in the first/jast four months. 


The project was originally sponsored 
by the Carnegie foundation at a meet- 
ing in Cleveland last October, and since 
then it has met with universal ap- 
proval throughout the country. The 
meeting yesterday was attended not 
only by university, college, and library 
heads, but also by representatives of 
social betterment agencies, museums, 
and similar institutions. And the fn 
dorsement of the plan was unanimous.

The purposes of the proposed or 
ganization, as set forth In a tentative 
constitution, are as follows: 

“Its object shall be to promote the 
development and improvement of adult 
education in the United States and to 
codperate with similar associations in 
other countries, 

“It shall undertake to provide for 
the gathering and dissemination of in- 
formation concerning adult education 
aims and methods of work; to keep its 
members informed concerning the 
achievernents and problems of adult 
education in other countries: to con- 
duct a continuous study of work being 
done in this field, and to publish from 
time to time the results of such gtudy; 
to respond to public interest in adult 
education and to codperate in the for- 
mation of study groups, whether with- 
in or without regular educational] in- 
stitutions; to codperate with organiza- 
tions and individuals engaged in edu- 
cational work of this nature in the 
task of securing books and instructors: 


and to serve in such other ways as 


may be deemed advisable.”
